A 8-2 win at Parramatta last November has

Bruce has provided the Cosmos with their 
first ever double over a team. 


The only goal of the game came with the 
first foray by either team. After only 100 
seconds a ball from Andrew Clark sent 
Harry James down the left. His cross 
ambled its way into the box and sat too 
invitingly for David Arranz to send into the 
top of the net. 


Playing one of their best games in front of 
the small home crowd, the locals created 
many scoring opportunities, some of them 
very good, yet just could not find the 
finishing touch to close the game. 


Power had to wait until the 17th minute 
before they even came close with Richard 
Plesa heading towards goal, but Danny Burt 
was there to head the shot over for a 
corner. 


Yet beforehand the Cosmos had two more 
chances to increase their lead. An lvo De 
Jesus free kick was headed wide by Burt 
and Jason Polak, playing with a protective 
brace around his fractured wrist, sent a ball 
to PJ Roberts who in turn set up James but 
his shot was well saved by Mike Gibson.

JB Our last home 
match against Parramatta 
Ball Was a good performance 

sy a lot more consistent than our recent. 
away game in Perth. In terms of what you 
are setting out to achieve, that is, 
entertaining, attacking and winning football, 
how close are you to developing a squad 
which can demonstrate those objectives 
consistently? 


TS | think there has been a lack of 
consistency with our performances during 
the season. If | take the season as a whole | 
think we’ve had games and runs of games 
where our standard of football has been 
very good, but there have been patches 
where that lack of consistency has led to 
bad results and poor performances. A 
constant run of injuries and suspensions has 
also made it difficult to put a cohesive 
combination on the park, on a consistent 
basis.

If teams can remain financially 
viable, then the league should remain as it 
is. | have always thought the idea of a 
second division to be ludicrous. Perhaps 
there should be a play off between the 
bottom two teams and teams that want to 
come into competition, but regardless | 
believe the key to the number of teams in 
the league should be financial viability alone.

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KANG A CUP Bill Van Der Vlist (Kanga Bill) speaks with John Bonnett 


WHAT IS THE KANGA CUP? 
JB Yes Bill, what is the Kanga Cup? 


KB The Kanga Cup is Australia’s largest 
international youth soccer tournament and 
regularly attracts teams from overseas and 
interstate. It caters for players from as young as 
10 years up to 24 years, both male and female. 


JB When did it begin and why? 


KB It began 10 years ago. It was actually a 
dream by the late Bruce Banks to have 
international competition available for young 
Australian soccer players. It was played in Sydney 
for the first 2 years but then moved to Canberra 
which is now its permanent home. 


JB How are the age groups actually broken up? 


KB _U11 to U24 for males and U12 to U24 for 
females. 


JB Is there a philosophy behind the Kanga 
Cup and if so what is it? 

KB _ The philosophy of the Kanga Cup is 
‘Uniting the youth of the world through football’. 
This theme is extended to cover the competitive, 
social, and ceremonial aspects of the Kanga Cup. 


JB With so many age groups how can there 
be only one cup? 

KB _ There is a Kanga Cup for every age group 
and also trophies for fair play winners and player of 
the tournament winners for each of those groups. 


JB Fair play is an extremely important factor in 
any sport in these days of sports business and 
professionalism. What is the basis for making fair 
play awards? 

KB We base our tournament on a quote by 
Pele: “It is about winning and sometimes losing. 
It’s about everybody. The old and the young. But 
most of all, it’s about playing the game fairly. Fair 
play is about respect for the opponent, the 
officials and the public”. 

JB How do clubs get to know about the 
Kanga Cup? 

KB Brochures are distributed to all local clubs, 
past participants and all state federations. As well, 
we forward brochures to overseas federations 
and all embassies in Canberra for forwarding to 
their own countries. Every time we get a name of 
an overseas club we forward them a brochure. 
We also send brochures to overseas major sports 
tour companies, which has resulted in numerous 
overseas enquiries. 
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JB What countries have participated in the past? 
KB Denmark, England, S Africa, China, 
Russia, Georgia, NZ, USA, and Fiji. 

JB Where have enquiries come from this year? 
KB Georgia, Italy, Scandinavia, Nigeria, Ghana, 
China, Russia, Fiji, NZ, Canada and USA. Of 
those enquiries a sports tour organiser in USA 
has indicated they will be sending 47 teams to the 
2000 Kanga Cup of which 2 will be female teams. 


JB When does the competition begin? 


KB The competition will run from 2nd of July 
to 9th July, both inclusive. 


JB With all this overseas interest what should 
local clubs do? 


KB Local clubs should nominate now to 
confirm their participation otherwise they may 
miss out. 

JB Bill this is a huge competition to manage. 
How many players do you anticipate this year, 
where will they stay and where will they play? 
KB We expect in excess of 2100 players. 
Visitors will be staying at Kanga Cup hotels 
including Hotel Heritage, Canberra Motor Village, 
National Capital Village Motel, the Jamison Inn, 
Canberra Carotel/Motel, Canberra Holiday 
Retreat, Rydges Resort Eagle Hawk Hill. We are 
grateful to these venues for providing special 
Kanga Cup packages for our visitors. Games are 
played at Dickson, Downer and Hackett with the 
opening ceremony and finals played at the AIS 
Athletics Stadium. However, this year we may 
need to secure further ovals to cope with the 
increasing number of teams from overseas. 


JB With such a large competition, where do 
all the officials come from? 

KB _ All the officials are volunteers from our local 
clubs and other interested people. 


JB If anyone would like to assist with this 
year’s Kanga Cup what should they do? 

KB We're always glad to have more 
volunteers. If anyone is interested they should 
contact either myself or Joshua Carmichael at 
Soccer Canberra on 6260 4000. 

In conclusion, may | emphasise how fortunate 
Canberra is to host Australia’s largest FIFA 
approved international youth tournament as part 
of its annual football program. 
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Tonight we welcome the players, officials 
and supporters of Marconi Colts team to 
Bruce Stadium, seeing the ACTAS sitting in 
a very healthy position just outside the top 
six, following some recent very good results. 
Last week the team took three points away 
from the Wollongong Colts team and tonight 
we will be looking to do the same to the 
Marconi Colts. 


Last Sunday at Brandon Park the ACT 
Academy of Sport eventually overcame the 
very plucky Wollongong Colts team by 3-0. 
The young Wolves, however, made the 
Academy team fight for every ball, and it 
wasn’t until the 75th minute, following the 
introduction of the ACT striker, Paul Ivanic, 
that the ACTAS scored their second goal.

Canberra Transport 

Transport arrangements to and from Bruce Stadium —
